No sur- 
prise then that Heart’s Thursday 
morning press conference saw 
an even larger press turnout, as 
coach John Aloisi was deluged 
with questions about Kewell. 
Heart fans will recall all too well 
the events of last season and the

misadventures that befell Vince 
Grella on his return to Australian 
shores, and the fact remains that 
Kewell has only managed one 
game out of four this season for 
his new team. 

It’s definitely not ideal prepara- 
tion for Aloisi as the team looks 
to bounce back from consecutive 
losses on the road. The 3-0 score 
line against Brisbane flattered 
the hosts and Heart were perhaps 
unlucky to lose the game, but as 


anyone in football can tell you, 
it’s all about results. High flying 
Western Sydney will not go down 
easily and Heart will need an even 
better performance to topple the 
Wanderers at AAMI Park. 
Melbourne Victory meanwhile 
are happy to stay out of the lime- 
light.

succession. It was scintillating

Postecoglou had been envisioning 
when he signed the latter two in 
pre-season. Then Nichols went off 
injured and the wheels didn’t so 
much puncture as fall off. 

It will be a worry for Muscat 
how unimaginative and sluggish 
his players looked in the second 
half, as they crawled over the line 
despite an 84th minute Paul [fill 
goal.

Much improvement is 
needed ahead of the trip to Sydney 
on Saturday. 

One player who is definitely 
banging on the door is the explo- 
sive Andrew Nabbout. The bus- 
tling winger has scored consecu- 
tive braces against National Youth 
League (NYL) opposition and it 
was the AIS who were put to the 
sword last time out as they fell 4-1 
at Lakeside Stadium. Most of you 
will remember his meteoric rise 
to fame last season, and he will 
definitely have good memories 
from that night at Allianz Stadium 
when his two goals sealed a come- 
from-behind win over a rampant 
Sydney outfit. The stage is set for 
a repeat performance, if Muscat 
sees fit to give him a seat on the 
plane over this weekend. 

Also flying high are the boys from 
Melbourne Heart’s youth team. 
They might not play at home till 
Round 7, but Heart’s young guns 
are showing no ill effects as they 


maintained their perfect start to 
the season with a 1-2 win in Bris- 
bane. Benjamin Garuccio was the 
man of the hour for the Red and 
White as they completed a come- 
back win against a gutsy Roar 
side. Next up is the Melbourne 
Youth Derby at Lakeside Stadium 
on Sunday, and you can expect a 
decent turnout as both teams will 
want the early bragging rights. 

Last but not least, it’s the moment 
women’s football fans have been 
waiting for. The W-League kicks 
off this weekend and first up for 
Melbourne fans is the Grand Final 
replay on Sunday. It’s a double 
header for Melbourne Victory as 
they welcome champions Sydney 
FC to Lakeside Stadium ahead of 
the NYL game. There are scores 
to settle from last season, but Vic- 
tory have a new weapon up their 
sleeve and are unafraid to use it. 

Lisa De Vanna looked a class 

above everyone else during last 
weekend’s friendly draw against 
the WPL All-Stars and despite not 
getting on the scoresheet, there is 
no doubt at all that she will prove 
more than a handful for the Syd- 
ney defence. Watch out too for 
young starlet Emily Hulbert who 
is a bolter to figure at some stage 
for Victory in Round 1. The central 
midfielder is only 17, but could be 
following in the footsteps of Nab- 
bout and Connor Pain if coach Da- 
vid Edmondson decides to throw 
her in at the deep end on the week- 
end. Watch this space. 


SFC’s Brogan prepares

This year is shaping up as a 
big year in the W- League, the 
women’s domestic competition 
in Australia. The competition 
has eight teams- Newcastle Jets, 
Brisbane Roar, Western Sydney 
Wanderers, Canberra United, 
Melbourne Victory, Perth Glory, 
Adelaide United and last year’s 
champions, Sydney FC. 

Sydney FC are known as the ‘Sky 
Blues’. Their captain is Dani Bro- 
gan and is seen as a senior player 
of this tight, youthful outfit. Ironi- 
cally, she’s only 25 herself. How- 
ever this is enough to be named as 
leader of the group. 

Dani says it’s a little hard some- 

times as she forgets how young the 
players are. A number of them have 
been playing at the elite level for 
years. This includes Matilda’s Ell- 
yse Perry and Caitlin Foord. 
“Sometimes have to just take a step 
back and remember how young 
they are.” 
Intially, Dani is looking forward 
to getting back on the field. She’s 
been out for twelve months with 
an injury. She tore her ACL in her 
right knee 12 months ago. Dani had 
to have a knee reconstruction. After 
getting back to full fitness over the 
next few weeks she is hopeful of 
“leading all these guys to another 
championship.” 12 months has 
been a really long time to be sitting 
watching on the sideline. 


“T can’t wait to get the boots back 
on.” 

The 12 months also bought a holt 
to Dani’s international career as 
a Matilda. Her last matches for 
Australia were against the United 
States. Playing the American was 
hard even after Dani has been 
watching them for years. 

“T never really knew how extreme 
Abby Wambach was and having to 
mark her...” She sees the Ameri- 
cans as phenomenal athletes. Dani 
finds the way they play the game 
is amazing and “is something that 
we have inspired to.” She says to 
be able to play in front of 20,000 
people on the American’s home 
soil was “an experience | will re- 
member forever.” 

Despite playing defence, Dani says 
these days you have to learn to play 
everywhere. Sydney emphasize 
good communication between their 
players, particularly with the goal- 
keepers and the rest of the team. 
“Hopefully they are the ones who 
are guiding you on the field as well. 
So you generally have to watch 
what’s going on as well in front 
and help the players in front of you 
because obviously we can almost 
hear the same thing so there’s a lot 
of work to do.” 

Dani says it is the hardest hardest 
pre- season she’s been involved in 
with different teams, like the Matil- 
das being abroad. But she feels this 
is the best Sydney have looked ina 
pre- season. However she optimis- 
tically cautious

Postecoglou names first Socceroo squad 


Socceroos Head Coach Ange 
Postecoglou has unveiled a 22- 
player squad for the interna- 
tional friendly match against 
Costa Rica at Allianz Stadium in 
Sydney on Tuesday 19 November 
2013 (Kick-off 7:30pm AEDT) as 
the Socceroos continue along the 
road to Brazil. 

Korean-based Defender Alex 
Wilkinson gets his first call-up 
to the Socceroos squad after an 
outstanding season with Jeonbuk 
Hyundai in the K-League. 

Luke Wilkshire, David Carney and 
Sasa Ognenovski are omitted for 
the Costa Rica friendly. 

The other players to miss out from 
the previous squad, which was 
Holger Osieck’s last as Australia’s 
national team coach, are Jackson 
Irvine, Nikita Rukavytsya and 
Brett Holman. 

Jeonbuk Hyundai Motors defender 
Alex Wilkinson could earn his 
first senior cap, while Adelaide’s 
Michael Zullo and Ivan Franjic of 
Brisbane Roar are the other fringe 
players to be included for the 2014 
World Cup warm-up clash in Syd- 
ney on November 19. 


Franjic, who won two titles under 
Postecoglou at Suncorp Stadium, 
has been in outstanding form for 
his club early in the 2013-14 sea- 
son. His club team-mate Matt 
McKay and Melbourne Victory’s 
Mark Milligan are the other A- 
League players selected. 

The announcement of the squad 
has been tempered by the fact that 
Australia’s greatest ever goalkeep- 
er Mark Schwarzer announced 
his retirement from international 
football, after he was originally 
selected in the squad. 

Schwarzer retires as the most 
capped Socceroo player in history, 
representing Australia with pride 
in 109 appearances for the Nation- 
al Team, which included two FIFA 
World Cups. 

Postecoglou paid tribute to 
Schwarzer: “Mark has been a tre- 
mendous servant for the National 
team. He is our most capped Soc- 
ceroo, has been one of our best per- 
formers over a long period of time 
and he has always remained pas- 
sionate about playing for Austra- 
lia. I know the Australian football 
community will join me in paying 


tribute to Mark for everything he’s 
done for the Socceroos.” 

The 22-man squad contains four 
Hyundai A-League players, Ivan 
Franjic (Brisbane Roar), Matt Mc- 
Kay (Brisbane Roar), Mark Milli- 
gan (Melbourne Victory) and Mi- 
chael Zullo (Adelaide United).

ney, they simply are passed their 
expiration and are squad players 
at best. Surely these are the spots 
to be reserved for integrating the 
emerging players. 


The major shock with the squad 
was Mark Schwarzer retiring from 
the team upon the announcement. 
It’s a very dubious way for such 

a most venerated player to leave 
the team, especially after all his 
comments of wanting Brazil to 

be his swansong. It reeks of a 
dummy spit after he didn’t play 
in the recent matches against 
Canada and France, and Ange has 
not guaranteed Schwarzer would 
return as number one choice - and 
rightfully so 

- under Ange’s regime. Even as 
second or third choice, his experi- 
ence would be invaluable, not 

to mention the spirit of the team 
coming before the individual. 
Some of this individualism was 
exposed prior to the 2010 World

Cup, as evidenced by the saga of 
Tim Cahill ejected from a Sydney 
bar and then an anonymous player

into raptures. 

The Jets wouldn’t have to wait long 
to double their advantage, however 
their lead was extended through good 
luck rather than their own good play.

Perth Glory have capitalised on 
a missed offside call to consign 
Sydney FC to a narrow 1-0 de- 
feat nib Stadium on Saturday. 

The Sky Blues dominated the 
match, but it was the Glory who 
walked away with their second 
home triumph from as many 
games. 

The hosts’ goal came when 
Japanese winger Ryo Nagai was 
brought down in the middle of the 
penalty area by Sydney goalkeeper 
Vedran Janjetovic. 

But replays showed Nagai was 
offside by at least a metre when 
team-mate Jamie Maclaren crossed 
the ball. 

Referee Ben Williams was quick 
to blow his whistle and hand Jan- 
jetovic a yellow card, with Nicky 
Carle also booked for remonstrat- 
ing as the Sky Blues ferociously 
protested the decision. 

Steven McGarry then stepped up 
to the spot and converted the pen- 
alty to put the Glory ahead after 
just nine minutes. 

It wasn’t the only offside call in 
the first half that left players and 
spectators scratching their heads. 

Perhaps perturbed by the initial 
controversy, the assistant referee 
called Maclaren offside in the 23rd 
minute, despite appearing to be on- 
side, just as the Glory striker broke 
free for a one-on-one opportunity 
against the Sydney goalkeeper. 

The controversy overshadowed 
the returns of Alessandro Del Piero 
and Shane Smeltz, who both came 
off the bench in the second half but 
had little impact. 

Del Piero received a mixed wel- 
come from the Perth crowd when 
he was introduced in the 63rd min- 
ute after missing last week’s loss to 
Western Sydney with a calf injury. 

The 38-year-old Italian superstar 
rejected the offer of the captain’s 
band from former Socceroo Brett 
Emerton, who worked tirelessly for 
his side in the first half. 

Sydney squandered several golden 
chances to put the ball in the back 
of the net, with Carle and Mark 
Warren both forcing Glory custodi- 
an Danny Vukovic into action and 
Ali Abbas mistiming a header into 
an open goal.

A spiteful first 45 minutes saw four 
players booked, including Perth 
pair Scott Jamieson and Matt Da- 
vies for reckless challenges. 

Sydney continued to attack hard in 
the second half, with Richard Gar- 
cia’s header in the 56th minute just 
sailing over the bar. 

McGarry then looked set to score 
his second goal of the match after 
pouncing on a clever pass from 
Ryan Edwards and running circles 
around Sydney defender Tiago 
Calvano, but his shot was narrowly 
wide of the target. 

Matt Thompson had Sydney’s best 
chance of the second half, with his 
low shot on goal being deflected by 
Vukovic into the left post and out 
for a corner. 

New Zealand international Smeltz, 
playing his first match since April 
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following hip surgery, was lively in 
the final minutes with two attack- 
ing runs, but also missed a chance 
to pass to McGarry in open space. 

Sydney FC host Melbourne Vic- 
tory on Saturday 9th November

Time Travel The Pivotal Difference

Another week passes, and it’s 
a very similar narrative for the 
Wellington Phoenix. 

Ernie Merrick has been singing 
from the same song sheet all the 
way through this year, and Mon- 
day night’s demoralising 3-2 loss to 
Melbourne Victory consigned Wel- 
lington to ninth on the A-League 
ladder ahead of this weekend’s 
visit to Christchurch to host Perth 
Glory. 

For so long it seems the Phoe- 
nix have been content with taking 
‘positives’ from fixtures like Mon- 
day’s at the Etihad Stadium. Good 
in patches, let down by a few lapses 
in concentration and might have 
scored more if they were a bit luck- 
ier higher up the park. 

But the reality is that Wellington’s 
two points from the opening four 
rounds of the competition is not 
good enough to meet the side’s fi- 
nals ambitions. On Saturday they 
simply must be taking points, not 
positives on the flight from Can- 
terbury. 

Enough is made of travel factor 
each time Perth makes the ardu- 
ous trip across the continent to face 
the Phoenix, and vice versa. But 
Wellington themselves have been 
clocking up the miles since the 
season began; they’ve travelled be-

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Sports historian Andy Mitch- 
ell has uncovered the Austra- 
lian origins of a founder of 
English soccer. 


It is an English institution, 
which in 1863 created the 
sport of association football. 
Yet, as the Football Associa- 
tion celebrates its 150th an- 
niversary, new research has 
revealed that one of its found- 
ers was actually Australian. 

When an invitation was pub- 
lished in London in the autumn 
of 1863 for club captains to 
define once-and-for-all a mutu- 
ally agreeable set of rules, FH 
Moore was among the small 
group of men who gathered in 
the Freemasons’ Tavern near 
Covent Garden. He was re- 
corded in the minutes as one of 
two representatives of Black- 
heath Football Club, the other 
being FM Campbell. 

That meeting on 26 Octo- 

ber 1863, and five subsequent 
gatherings over a six week 
period, laid down the Laws of 
the Game for the first time. But 
what has never been realised 
is that Frederick Henry Moore 
was from Western Australia, 
and had only come to England 
to finish his education. 
It is not known whether he first 
kicked a ball before leaving 
home, but during the 1850s, 
Australia’s schools _ started 
playing each other at football, 
under hybrid rugby rules. In 
London, however, matches 
between schools or clubs were 
few and far between, because 
nobody could agree on a wide 
range of issues such as han- 
dling, charging, hacking and 
offside, not to mention the size 
of ball, dimensions of the field 
and methods of scoring. 

There was a clamour for com- 
promise, and 15 players are 
known to have attended that 
opening meeting, representing 
eight clubs and four schools. It 
was a valuable exercise which 
drew on the knowledge of play- 
ers who had experience of a 
wide variety of football rules. 
While the perception is that 
they were Londoners, only five 
had been born in the capital 
and alongside Fred Moore the 
Australian there were also two 
Scots. 

On the first night, Arthur Pem- 
ber of No Names (Kilburn) was 
elected president, Ebenezer 
Morley of Barnes as_ secre- 
tary, and Blackheath’s Francis

Campbell became _ treasurer. 
That was the easy part; many 
hours were spent in lively and, 
at times, acrimonious debate 
before the laws of association 
football were eventually pub- 
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lished in December. 
Fred Moore and Francis Camp- 
bell were vocal advocates of 
the rules they knew and loved. 
But while there were initially 
some concessions to rugby in-

fluence, such as the ‘fair catch’ 
and a ban on forward passes, 
not everyone could accept the 
conclusions and they were ul- 
timately outvoted. This marked 
the parting of the ways from 
Blackheath Football Club and 
their allies who insisted on the 
‘manly values’ of rugby rules 
and could not accept the elimi- 
nation of ‘hacking’. The club 
resigned from the Football As- 
sociation just weeks after pay- 
ing the membership fee of one 
guinea, but they stuck to their 
principles and Blackheath later 
found itself in the unique posi- 
tion of also being a founding 
member of the Rugby Union 
in 1871. 

By then, Fred Moore had long 
gone. He was born in 1839 at 
Oakover, the family farm and 
vineyard at Guildford in the 
Swan Valley, Western Aus- 
tralia. His father Samuel had 
emigrated from Ireland after 
the failure of a glass manufac- 
turing business, and became a 
prominent businessman, with 
interests that included farming, 
cargo shipping and the chair- 
manship of the Western Austra- 
lia Bank; but he died in 1849, 
leaving his wife to look after a 
young family. 

Fred had to grow up quick, 
and the following year, aged 
just 11, he took over the wine 
production on the farm, and 
showed a precocious talent in 
doing so. However, he needed a 
formal education and when he 
was 14 he was sent to Sydney, 
and from there to London, to 
finish his schooling. He went to 
Blackheath Proprietary School, 
a small boarding establishment

in the suburbs, where the boys 
played a carrying game of foot- 
ball, an approximation of rugby 
rules. After he left, wanting to 
keep up his sport, in 1858 he 
was one of the founders of 
Blackheath Football Club, and 
in 1863 was appointed club 
captain, hence his involvement 
with the foundation of the FA. 
The following year Fred was to 
leave England for good. Using 
the knowledge he had gained on 
the family vineyard, he worked 
a wine merchant in London 
with his uncle’s company, 
Dalgety and Co, a growing 
import-export agency. In 1864, 
Dalgety & Co sent him to New 
Zealand and he spent the rest 
of his career with the company, 
based in Dunedin, Christchurch 
and Tasmania before settling 
in Sydney, where he became 
managing director and was a 
prominent NSW businessman, 
also director of Imperial Insur- 
ance and of the Union Bank of 
Australia. A man of broad inter- 
ests and intellect, he was a Fel- 
low of the Royal Geographical 
Society and a member of the 
Union Club in Sydney and of 
the Australian Jockey Club, but 
his early dalliance with soc- 
cer had no further influence on 
Australian sport. 

He married twice, his first wife 
dying young, and lived to the 
age of 95, the last survivor of 
that historic meeting of the 
Football Association in 1863. 
He died in Hobart on 2 April 
1934 and is buried in the town’s 
Cornelian Bay Cemetery.

Red Star is only one point be- 
hind arch rivals Partizan fol- 
lowing a 1:0 win in the ‘Eternal 
Derby’ which was overshadowed 
by crowd violence by the clubs 
respective so called fans which 
can be labelled as hooligans and 
nothing but disruptive to the 
game of football. 

Early in the second half, Partizan 
fans hurled volleys of flares on to the 
athletics track of the Markana stadi- 
um in Belgarde, and as the seats in 
their tier had been removed before 
the match for safety reasons, they 
used whatever flammable plastic ob- 
jects they could get to start a huge 
fire on the durable concrete blocks. 
Referee Milorad Mazic halted play 
for 10 minutes as the billowing 
smoke threatened to choke the 
40,000 spectators at Red Star’s Mara- 
kana stadium and two fire trucks 
were quickly deployed to restore 
some normality to the fixture, which 
has a long history of crowd trouble. 
Red Star, whose fans also set off loud 
fireworks and lit dozens of flares be- 
fore kickoff, dominated the match 
but only won thanks to a bizarre own 
goal by Partizan defender Milan Ob-

radovic, whose miscued header beat 
his own keeper Vladimir Stojkovic in 
the 18th minute. 

Both teams started the derby with 
cautious 4-2-3-1 formations and a 
breakthrough at either end looked 
unlikely, but it came from out of 
the blue as Obradovic’s freak error 
threw the Red Star faithful into rap- 
tures. 


Stojkovic parried a vicious Nenad 
Milijas free kick and a Partizan de- 
fender failed to clear the swerving 
rebound before 36-year-old right 
back Obradovic inadvertently head- 
ed it past his helpless keeper. 

Red Star twice came close to dou- 
bling their lead in the first half when 
a dipping long-range shot by Milijas 
shaved the bar and Nigerian striker 


Abiola Dauda headed just wide of 
the far post from a superb cross by 
left back Nikola Mijailovic. 

The former Red Star goalkeeper, 
Stojkovic, denied Red Star forward 
Filip Kasalica with an instinctive 
save in the 53rd minute and, as the 
tempo dropped after the delay, the 
home side held on comfortably in 
the closing stages. 

“We were a bit fortunate to score but 
I think we held our own very well 
after the goal and could have had 
a couple more in what was a very 
tense match with plenty at stake,” 
Red Star coach Slavisa Stojanovic 
told a news conference. 

“Tt wasn’t the best derby ever played 
and eye-catching moments were few 
and far between, but we really had 
to win and after taking the lead so 
early in the game we just couldn’t 
take any risks.” 

Partizan coach Vuk Rasovic said: 
“We were disjointed and didn’t play 
up to our potential, so we only have 
ourselves to blame for losing.” 
According to Nenad Borovcanin, 
senior Serbian sports official, The 
Serbian government must follow 
in Britain’s footsteps in preventing 
football hooliganism. Borovcanin, a 
former professional boxer, made his 
comments after fan riots before and 
during Saturday’s clash between 
Red Star and bitter rivals Partizan. 
“The response of the state must be 
strong like the one Britain made 
when they removed the fences and 
replaced them with severe punish- 


ment for all offenders,” the 34-year 
old secretary of sport told state tele- 
vision RTS on Monday. 

“Tf the authorities are consistent and 
willing to deal with this problem 
there is no chance that what we saw 
on Saturday will happen again, but 
the government must show that it’s 
stronger than hooligans,” he said. 
The violent scenes that blighted 
English football in the 1970s and 
1980s have largely been eradicated 
with the advent of all-seater stadia in 
the Premier League era. 

Dozens of fans were arrested in the 
Serbian capital as rival supporters 
clashed on the outskirts of Belgrade 
before kickoff, while play was held 
up for 10 minutes in the second half 
after Partizan fans lit a massive bon- 
fire in their section. 

Seats in the south tier had been re- 
moved before the game for safety 
reasons but that did not stop Parti- 
zan fans from creating a billowing 
cloud of smoke which filled the 
stadium, after they used whatever 
flammable objects they could get to 
start the fire. 

It was an all too familiar scene in a 
fixture which has a long history of 
crowd trouble, with Red Star sup- 
porters burning seats in Partizan’s 
stadium and pelting their team bus 
with rocks before the game in May, 
when 92 fans were arrested after 
they also fought running battles in 
the city. 

In 1999, a Red Star supporter was 
killed by a propelled flare launched 


from Partizan’s end into the away 
fans section.

Despite the fact he is 41 and ap- 
proaching the end of his career, the 
sudden announcement of his retire- 
ment still took me by surprise. I 
guess | had it in my mind he would 
be protecting the onion bag for the 
Socceroos in Brazil at next years’ 
World Cup. 

Schwarzers’ career, both for clubs 
he has represented and in the 


Socceroos’ jersey has been a deco- 
rated one. He is arguably one of 
the best players to ever represent 
the Socceroos’. He retires hold- 
ing the record as being the most 
capped Socceroo, racking up 109 
games as a Socceroo in 19 years 
of representation. 

His highlights as a Socceroo in- 
clude playing at both the 2006 and 
2010 World Cups and the 2007 
and 2011 Asian Cups, including 
a runners-up medal at the 2011 
Asian Cup. 

His highlights stretch beyond his 
international career, having had 
success at several of the clubs he 
has represented.

After the final whistle, there 
was a waiting period to see what 
Chelsea boss Jose Mourinho 
would say about why his side 
lost 2-0 to Newcastle United. 

Would he blame the terrible 
weather? That Newcastle were 
lucky? Or that they were the bet- 
ter team on the day and failed to 
capitalise? 

But Mourinho went straight to it: 
he blamed himself for selecting a 
poor team and his players for not 
executing the game plan. He was 
straight and honest, and more im- 
portantly, he was right. This was 
Chelsea’s worst performance of 
the season. 

“The result is a consequence of 
one team that was not there,” said 
the Chelsea boss. 

“T feel I made 11 mistakes. Of 
course I’m exaggerating, we had 
some guys with normal good per- 
formances but the overall feeling 
is I made 11 bad choices. It was 
a really bad performance from us. 
In the first 45 minutes we played 
as if it was a friendly. 

“Everything was lacking. We had 
lots of space in the first half, it was 
an easy half to play but we didn’t 
play. We had the ball and space but 
we weren’t aggressive. We lost the 
ball during very simple transitions 
and were not intense. We deserved 
to lose.” 

Of those 11 mistakes, the decision 
to select Juan Mata, Edin Hazard 
and Oscar as the attacking trio 
was a surprise. Many have cited 
that the three can’t play together, 
because they lack defensive duties 
and all three are similar players, in 
terms of what they can produce.

and drinking — Cerci denies he was 
involved — the club deemed it time 
he moved on. Along came Torino, 
now coached by Ventura. 

Like at Pisa, Cerci was instantly at 
ease under the veteran boss. As a 
winger in his dubbed 4-2-4 system, 
Cerci became a leader. He finally 
showed greater consistency. His 
first goal came, symbolically, at 
former club Fiorentina. Only strik- 
er Rolando Bianchi netted more 
times last season. 

For Cerci it was redemption. He 
was finally being recognised for 
on-pitch exploits, not the supposed 
ones off it. His form was noticed 
by Cesare Prandelli. Cerci made 
his Italy debut last March, a friend- 
ly draw with Brazil. He’s made six 
subsequent appearances, including 
at the Confederations Cup. Head- 
ing to Brazil 2014, Cerci is on 
Prandelli’s radar. He may never 
have emulated Henry, but Cerci 
has taken his game to the next level 
at Torino.
